,he very verge of starvation or freezing, whose 
destitution and suffering were the immediate 
consequences of intemperance. 

Not a single case of the kind or one m any 
wise analogous to it, has occurred within my 
knowledge for six months past. The calls for re- 
Lef made upon me in cases of real Stress, dur¬ 
ian the winter in question, were usually from 
five to twenty daily-to say nothing of the or¬ 
dinary calls to obtain employment etc. etc.— 
But for the last four months, a period embracing 
all the severity of onr long winters, I have not 
had five urgent calls for immediate relief on a 
single day, and according to my exact records 
more than twenty secular days have occurred 
during this period on which I have not had a 
single application for relief 1 have not wit¬ 
nessed a case of suffering as the immediate con¬ 
sequence of intemperance during the same pe¬ 
riod ; and, indeed, 1 have scarcely witnessed 
any suffering during this time except from 
Hickness and pain to which all classes are alike 
subject. Of 'the severity of the season I need 
not speak. Bents were never higher m Port- 
land than at present, particularly oi such tene¬ 
ments as the poor occupy. Productive employ- 
ment in sueli callings as poorer passes are 
usually adapted to, has been peculiarly difficult j 
to obtain during the winter, and for want of it | 
many of them are justly complaining. And 
there has been more than twice as much sick¬ 
ness among this class of persons for the last two 
months as during any previous two months of 
my residence here.

Mr. Lyon contended that before the state or¬ 
ganization, we were under Mexican law, which 
did not recognize slavery, and therefore bring- , 
ing slaves into the territory virtually made 
them free. , 

Mr. Wood addressed the committee at length 
in favor of the bill. His remarks were argu- 
mentive and excellently well received. 

After several amendments had been propos¬ 
ed and discussed, Mr. Ellis moved an amend¬ 
ment to the 4th section, and sustained his mo¬ 
tion in a speech of some length. 

Mr. Peachy said that the 4th section of the 
bill involved a very grave consideration. He 
holds that when the United States acquired ter¬ 
ritory, it belonged alike to the citizens of all the 
states, and that each citizen of every state had 
a right to take his property to that territory 
and enjoy its full use, service and value. 

The point was, whether the constitution of 
the state deprived a citizen of any right which 
he had before its adoption. In the absence of 
any express declaration otherwise, he held that 
the operation of the constitution was prospec¬ 
tive only. It declared that in the future there 
should be no such class of persons as slaves, in 
the state. He saw no reason for interpreting this 
provision as declaring the slaves in the states free. 
His ground was, that the people in the state could 
hold no power to deprive any person of rights which 
he had to any properly at the time of the adoption 
of the constitution. 

Mr. Peachy thought that slaves brought into 
the territory of California, continued to be 
slaves in said territory ; that when the territory 
passed into a state, by the adoption of its con¬ 
stitution, no change was made in the condition 
of said slaves; that the clause of the constitu¬ 
tion prohibiting involuntary servitude, was pro¬ 
spective, not retrospective, and did not destroy 
the owner’s right of property in his slave ; and 
that it is very proper for the Legislature to af¬ 
ford to the possessor of rights of this character, 
the means of enforcing them. 

Mr. Ellis said his objection was not to the os¬ 
tensible object contemplated by the bill, for 
that object was a worthy one, and should re¬ 
ceive his support; but under the operations of 
the 4th section, he saw’ a necessary construction 
in conflict with the solomn constitutional pro¬ 
vision that “ neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude, unless for the punishment of crimes, 
shall ever be tolerated in this state.” This sec¬ 
tion, by necessary implication, does “ tolerate” 
slavery for an unlimited series of years. It 
recognizes the existence of slavery, not only 
since the adoption of the constitution, but goes 
farther—it prospectively throws its projecting 
mantle over slavery for all time to come—at 
least, so long as there shall exist a slave, brought 
into the territory of California before the adop¬ 
tion of the constitution, or any of his progeny. 

Mr Crabb maintained that no slavery had 
existed in the state since its formation ; for, a 
slave living with his master, and rendering la¬ 
bor to him with perfect free will and consent, 
was not a state of things in conflict with the 
constitution. 

Mr. Brush could see no reason for the pas- 
sageofthe bill, as the Fugitive Slave law, pass¬ 
ed by Congress, was sufficiently comprehensive 
to cover the case. He had been branded an 
abolitionist; he indignantly denied the charge, 


on public lands. 

House. — Bill to set off part of Sebago to 
Naples, was received from the Senate, postpon¬ 
ed indefinitely. 

Mr. Talbot, of Lubec, from the committee 
on the judiciary, reported a bill to amend the 
110th chapter of the Revised Statutes (res¬ 
pecting children given away) which was read 
and to-morrow assigned. 

The question was then taken, and the resolve 
declaring Joshua Packard entitled a seat from 
the town of Readfield, passed yeas 73, nays 39. 

Report of Adj. General stated the receipts 
for sale of Military property at $1200, which it 
had been urged would bring $.50,000. Expense 
of sale $1000, balance $200. Report to be 
printed. 

March 25. 

Bill to incorporate proprietors of Gardiner and 
Pittston Bridge, was taken up. 

Mr. Bell said r the Kennebec is a navigable 
river, as far up as Augusta, 6 miles above Gar¬ 
diner; navigable to vessels engaged in com¬ 
merce, and traversing the ocean, under license 
U. States. He took the ground that it is not 
in the power of a State to obstruct the naviga- 

After some discussion, the motion to lay on 
the table prevailed, yeas 15, nays 11. 

The land bill vetoed by the Governor was 
passed 16 to 7. 

Resolve respecting appropriations to literary 
seminaries, (that they shall be made in money, 
and shall not exceed $2600 in any case,) was 
read twice, and passed to be engrossed. 

House. — Mr. White called up bill to alter 
the charter of the Somerset and Kennebec Rail¬ 
road, giving said company further time to make 
a part of its location, and on his motion, it was 
referred to the committee on Railroads and 
Bridges. 

Mr. Smith, from the committee on Banks 
and Banking, reported a bill to incorporate the 
Citizens Bank of Bowdoinham, which was 
three times read and passed te be engrossed. 

Mr Buzzell of Limerick offered an amend¬ 
ment declaring that all grants to academies 
made by this Legislature shall be made from 
the Treasury direct; and in no case shall the 
appropriation exceed $25,00, which was adopt- 

Marrsh 26. 

Bill to incorporate the Gardiner Bridge was 
passed to be engrossed, 11 to 7. Reconsidera¬ 
tion was moved. 

The House refused to pass the vetoed land 
bill, 72 to 53. 

March 27. 

The Gambling Bill was indefinitely postpon¬ 
ed, 14 to 9. Committee on Congressional ap¬ 
portionment reported. In the House a bill was 
reported authorizing two or more school dis¬ 
tricts to unite and establish a high school; 
another to appropriate $43,000 to the Reform 
School, and 30,000 to the Insane Hospital. — 
Also $2,50(Tto Lebanon Academy. 

THE CONGRESSIONAL APPORTION¬ 
MENT. 

The Committee upon Congressional Appor¬ 
tionment reported, on Saturday last, a bill dis¬ 
tricting the State as follows :
